March I Crop Report 
OKLAHOMA CITY, March, 9. 
CORN; Twenty-five percent of 14,- 
400.000 bushels of Oklahoma’s 1922 
corn crop was held on farms on 
March I of this year; 38 per cent 
was on hand last year on March 
I; 43 per cent in 1921 and 33 per 
cent in 1920. The supplies would 
have (been much smaller except for 
the mild winter. 
47,808,000 bushels or 83 per cent 
of the 1922 corn crop was of mer­ 
chantable quality. This is the lowest 
percentage since 1919. The extreme 
summer drought cut down the per­ 
centage and 
many nubbins were 
produced. The poorest quality corn 
was produced in the western tier of 
counties. 
WHEAT: The supplies of w'heat 
on Oklahoma farms on March I 
this year is the lowest for the past 
three years, but larger than for 
the three years preceding 1920. 2,- 
508.000 bushels or 8 per cent of 
last year’s crop was on hand on 
March I this year. Last year 13 
per cent was on hand; in 1921, 
23 per cent; and in 1920 15 per 
cent. 
During the current season 
70 per cent or 221,945,000 bush­ 
els of last year’s production has 
been or will be shipped out of the 
counties where grown. The percen­ 
tage shipped this year is the same 
as for the years bf 1919 and 1920 
and is 5 per cent more than last 
year’s shipments.

monthly hay and pfatirre report just 
issued by Carl H. Hobfnson, federal 
agricultural sta tisticia n cooperating 
with the state board of agriculture. 
The report stated 
that average 
native 
pasture 
conditions dropped 
one 
point in 
February, but 
that 
state-wide rains since March I have 
brought improvement. March I pas­ 
tures were estim ated to be 76 per­ 
cent of normal, compared with 77 
percent last mouth and 82 percent 
January I. 
W heat pasture was reported 82 
percent of normal, the same on Feb­ 
ruary I. The average pasture condi­ 
tion in the north central part of 
the state is 85 $er cent for native 
pastures and 86 per cent for wheat 
pasture.
